Trade Topics. 


A Paper-Making Primer. 





Q. What kind of rags are used in the 
manufacture of the higher grades of paper, 
such as the different qualities of book paper, 
engine-sized writing aud envelope papers ? 

A. There are five distinct grades of cotton 


rags, viz.: ‘‘colors,” ‘‘seconds,” ‘‘ checks 
and blues,” ‘‘ No. 2” and ‘‘ No. 1 whites,” 
The ‘‘colors’’ are the lowest grade and in- 


clude only the dirtiest rags and those darkest 
in color, and, as has been already stated, they 
are used for hard stock in wood pulp, news 
and colored poster paper. The next grade is 
‘*seconds,” which comprises colored rags, 
mostly calicoes, dark-colored but compara- 
tively clean ; they are also called ‘‘ red rags,” 
the prevailing color being a reddish brown. 
The ‘‘checks and blues” comprise all light- 
colored clean calicoes and prints, also ging- 
hams and other heavy rags and light blues ; 
coarse, dingy white rags also go with this 
grade; ‘‘No. 2 whites” are dingy white 
rags, and include old lace, mosquito net- 
ting and tidies; ‘‘No. 1 whites” are all 
strictly clean, white, old rags. There are 
a few special grades of rags put up, as 
new unbleached and bleached white rags, 
the latter being probably better known as 
shirt cuttings. There are also. mew calico 
ings. 
themselves ; they make an Sncolihet hard 
stock, There are also many varieties of the 
different grades ; for instance, ‘* blues,” ‘‘ blue 
cottons” and *‘ thirds and blues” are varieties 
of “checks and blues,” and are all a shade 
lower in quality than the regular grade. Other 
grades are in a like manner divided into a 
greater or less number of varieties. 

Q. The rags named are all cotton rags. Is 
it not necessary that there should be some 
linen rags, or other strong stock, used with 
them to give tone and strength to the paper? 


A. A heavy coarse rag will always make a 
stronger and better paper than a light, thin, 
fine rag of the same material ; hence, it is only 
when fine, thin cotton rags are used that a 
strong or hard stock becomes necessary. 
The cloth of fine bleached muslin and 
calico is woven of fine hard-spun thread, 
and prior to the bleaching operation it 
is subjected to a series of severe prelimi- 
nary processes, all of which tend to injure 
the fibre, whereas, unbleached muslin and 
other heavy or coarse cotton goods are woven 
of heavier threads which are more loosely 
spun. ‘‘Checks and blues” are dyed in the 
yarn or in the wool, and are also made of 
heavy, loosely spun yarn, and when the fabric 
into which they are made is worn out and has 
become an old rag, it is in a much better con- 
dition to be made into a strong white paper 
than the finer rags, and, therefore, old cotton 
canvas is frequently used for hard stock in- 
stead of linen rags ; and this is not from mo- 
tives of economy, but because of the character 
it imparts to the paper. All of the papers 
enumerated in the foregoing query can be ap- 
propriately made from any of the rags named. 
The considerations which control the selection 
are: 1, The cost of the rags; 2, the means 
and conveniences of the mill wherein the pa- 
per is to be made; 3, the characteristics of 
the paper desired. Although the cost, as a 
consideration, is named first, it is really of the 
least importance, inasmuch as the actual cost of 
the finished paper is largely controlled by con- 
sideration No. 2, If a mill is equipped with 
abundant and efficient means for cleaning, 
boiling. washing and bleaching, the highest 
grade of paper named—engine-sized writings 
may be successfully made from the grade of 
rags which have been classified as ‘‘ seconds,” 
with a due admixture of a heavy rag, as can- 
vas or else some linens ; but the smaller per- 
centage of paper of the best quality, which is 
obtained from the cheap low grade rag, com- 
bined with the increased cost consequent on 
the use of larger apparatus and more ma- 
chinery, labor and chemicals, will fully coun- 
terbalance the saving in the first cost of the 
stock, and the inverse of this is likewise true 








of a mill with limited means of handling stock. 
It is, therefore, a matter to be decided by the 
manager of each mill, which grade of rags is 


the most profitable for him to use.

Use and Abuse of Steam-Boilers. 















Heat a new boiler slowly. Never build 
a fierce fire the first day. Everything is cold, 
damp and new, the bricks and mortar full of 
moisture, and rapid heating subjects the 
boiler to terrible strains. Build a slow fire, 
and let the boiler warm up gradually. Be all 
day about it, and don’t get the water above 
boiling-point during the first half day. Puta 
prop under the safety-valve lever, and keep it 
open the first day. When well warmed into 
the brick, proceed to get up ten or twenty 
pounds of steam. 

It makes an old boiler of a new one very 
quick to build a roaring fire under it and get 
up steam intwo hours. New boilers are apt 
to leak slightly around the tubes and seams. 
If steam is got up quickly at first, these leaks 
are often aggravated, and repairs are meces- 
sary at once; but if plenty of 
time is taken in warming the 
boiler, they will generally stop 
of their own accord. 

A sure sign of overfiring is 
to have a boiler leak in a num- 
ber of places when firing up 
after Sunday’s rest. It shows 
that the boiler is being driven 












































grooving sets in, grows worse, 
and the’ boiler soon wears out. 

Fire a boiler very regularly; 
don’t have a foot of coal in 
one spot and bare grates in 
another. Keep a thin fire if 
burning a mixture of anthra- 
cite and bituminous coal, and 
it is absolutely necessary to 
keep it even. Bunches of coal 
will make lots of smoke or 
gas, which go up the chimney 
a dead loss, while the thin 
spots soon get bare and let in 
cold air to cool off the boiler and lower our 
steam, making greater cost for coal. 

Soft coal, or ‘‘Cumberland” or ‘* black- 
smith’s” coal, is the ‘‘ easiest to burn,” and 
requires the least skill to burn it, but by care- 
ful, judicious firing, as above described, there 
is a marked saving in amount of coal. Hard 
coal requires a thick bed upon the bars, and 
the fireman must attend to his business or he 
will *‘ get left” with a furnace full of cinders 
and no fire. 

Never let ashes accumulate in the ash-pit. 
With a pile of ashes within six inches of the 
bars, the bars soon burn out and need to be 
replaced with new ones. An ash-pit should be 
finished with cement, water-tight, the bottom 
at least six inches below the bottom of the ash- 
door. Keep water in the ash-pit amd your 
grate-bars will lasta long time, as every hot 
bit of ash is quenched as it falls, 

Never stir up a fire with a rake; it breaks 
up the coal which has caked together, but it 
packs the ash and cinder upon the grate-bars 
and prevents the necessary amount of air 
from entering the.fire. Runaslice in wnder 
the fire close to the bars and lift it up, thus 
breaking and loosening the fire. Never wet 
down a lot of dry ashes in the ash-pit. Shut 
the damper while you have the furnace-doors 
open and cold air wil! not be carried through 
the tubes to cool off your boiler, Keep the 
damper shut when disturbing dry ashes under 
the back end of the boiler, or on bridge, walls, 
&c. When the draught is strong, ashes will 
be carried into tubes, uptake flue and chim- 
ney, and you will have the labor of removing 
them. 

After starting the engine, set the feed-valve 
to give a regular and uniform supply of water, 
Never give yourself occasion to pump in a 
two-inch stream of water. Keep it at the 
same height in the glass. A little practice 
will enable you to open the valve just enough 
so that your feed-pump can run all the time 
from morning till night, and you never will be 
short of water. 

Don’t keep too much water in your boilers. 
Too much water reduces steam space unneces- 
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sarily and renders priming or foaming ex- 
tremely liable. Too little water is to be avoid- 
ed, as by any accident to the feed-pump you 
run the risk of overheating the top row of 
tubes, or of straining unnecessarily the boiler 
by pumping in a large quantity of cool water 
needed to set things right. 

The ‘‘ happy medium ” 
at all times just level with the surface blow- 
off, or scum top. When you have got the 
boiler gauged right by the feed-valve, it is 
little trouble to keep the water just level with 
the middle gauge-cock, which should be placed 


level with the surface blow-off when the boiler 


is rightly piped.

nections are open, and if steam and water are 
blown out continually, then both passages are 
free. 

When the water blows down slowlyin the 
glass, no steam comes through, or but very 
little, then the steam connection is wholly or 
partially stopped. It shows very plainly when 
the water is recovering its level. If the water 
blows out of the glass with a rush, recovers it- 
self very slowly, and dry steam, with little or 
no water comes away, then your water con- 
nection is ‘‘ bunged up.” 

The little pet-cocks should be worked often 
and good care taken of them. If only moved 
once a week they get to leaking and get 
screwed up so tight that they set solid, the 
pipes are never tested, and some day you get 
*fooled.”—/J. F. Hobart, in Wood and Iron, 

Beetle pciecnnces 
Self-Cleaning Pulp-Straining 
Machine. 





The purpose of the machine illustrated 
is to do away with all of the objections, real or 
fancied, which have been urged against pulp- 
screens of any character, and to supply a 
screening arrangement which needs little at- 
tention and can be easily washed and changed, 
and which will run noiselessly. 

To carry out this purpose there is a com- 
bination of suitably located flues or pipes for 
leading off the impurities of the pulp, with 
stationary curved or flat horizontal or inclined 
screens, These are fastened by 
means of wedge-shaped partition walls and 
spiral conveyors, valves and slides act con- 
jointly with the pipes mentioned. 

Suitable shaking mechanism or suction de- 
vices, as a movable or elastic bottom or dia- 
phragm, or pump-piston operated by eccen- 
tric disks, cams or wiper-wheels also enter 
into the combination, 

Referring to the illustration, K represents a 
box made of wood or cast-iron containing two 
sifting screen-plates P, which are provided 
with slots or holes adapted to the fineness of 
pulp desired, The screens are declining to- 
ward the centre of the box, and are placed

flue A, which is cast integral with the box, 
and which leads off the impurities of the pulp, 
with the upper edge of the screens resting 
within grooves, #”, cast to the walls of the box. 

In order to secure the screens rigidly fast 
within the box, a cast-iron partition plate, T, 
with a wedge-shaped bottom end presses on 
the lower ends of the screens and retains their 
upper ends within the grooves f°. 

The partition plate, in order to facilitate the 
removal of the impurities, is provided with a 
number of openings, /, at its lower end, 
whereby the two portions of the box are com- 
municating. 

The cast-iron pipe or flue is provided with a 
slot, a’, beneath the lower ends of the screens, 
and with an outlet, a’, at one end for the im- 
purities or coarser pulp retained by the 
screens. 

A fan-valve, H, with a suitable number of 
blades, is journaled to the box concentrically 
with the pipe, and fitting like a valve, with 
only a very little play, to the inside space of 
the same. This fan is driven by meansof a 
journaled shaft, D, which is 
the driving-shaft of the ma- 
chine. A pulley, a’, receiving 
motion from some source of 
power, is keyed to the shaft 
like a pulley, @*, which is 
belted to the pulley /#’ of the 
. shaft of the fan-valve. This

driving-shaft is journaled to 

the frame underneath the box. 

Underneath the screens a 

bottom or floor plate, B, of 

cast-iron or wood, is secured 

to the walls of the box on one 

side and to a flange cast on 

the outside of the pipe on the 

other side. This elastic con- 

nection is made by means of 

rubber or leather bands @’, 

and a water-tight receptacle 

is thus formed underneath the screens for the 

sifted pulp. This pulp will flow out through 

the outlet and may be conveyed to the Four- 

drinier or other machines by means of a trough. 

A shaking device is provided for the elas- 

tically-attached bottom-plate. 

A rocker-shaft 4°, with angular levers 4° 
keyed thereon, is journaled underneath the 
box and plate B, and the angular levers are 
hinged with one arm to eye-pieces 4°, which 
are rigidly fast to the bottom plate, B, and 
with the other arm the levers are linked to an 
eccentric disk, E, by means of links 4‘, the 
eccentric disks being mounted on the shaft 
D. The mechanism described will produce a 
vertical oscillating movement for the plate B, 
and thereby settling of the pulp will be pre- 
vented and the pulp will remain uniformly sus- 
pended within the water. 

The pulp to be screened is conducted to the 
machine by means of flues, Y, and by means 
of suitable overflows, y’, flows on the screens 
P. According to the size of the holes or slots, 
a portion of the pulp with the water will go 
through the screens and drop into the recep- 
tacle with the shaking-floor, and will flow 
therefrom through the outlet into the trough. 
The impurities and coarse pulp which remain 
on the surface of the screens P will be washed 
off or flow down over the inclined surfaces of 
the screens into the pipe A through the slot a’, 
and are still mixed with sufficient water as to 
flow off through the outlet a’. 
fan-valve H will prevent any settling of the 
pulp in the pipe A, and will help to convey the 
same toward the outlet: a’.

The machine may also be built with only one 
inclined flat screen-plate, which is then fast- 
ened by means of wedges made of wood or 
iron.

The box K is also pro- 
vided with an elastically-attached bottom 
plate, and with an outlet. The vibratory 
motion of the bottom plate is obtained by 
means of a different lever combination. An 
eccentric disk oscillates by means of an inter- 
mediate link, the end of a lever-arm which is 
fulcrumed with its other end to the frame 4 of 
the machine, and which oscillates the plate B 
by means of a link and eye-piece 2. 

In ancther form the flat screen-plates are 
made declining from the centre toward both 
sides, and two flues or pipes, A, for the coarse 
pulp or for the impurities are cast integral 
with the box K of square cross-section, but 
also provided with slots a’ in their top walls. 
The flue Y is placed above the partition wall 
T, which in this case wedges down the upper 
ends of the screens P, the lower edges of 
which are inserted in grooves cast integral 
with the side walls of the box. The overflows 
y of the flue Y are put at the bottom of the 
same on both sides of the partition wall T. 

Other means are also employed for agitating 
the pulp. The bottom of the box K is cast 
rigid and integral with the side walls, and in- 
stead of having a vertically-oscillating bottom 
plate, B, circular disks or square plates are 
made rigidly fast to the top of sleeved rods 
and are made to move up and down under- 
neath the screens within the receptacle for the 
pulp. ye comneivenis..

der, like that of a pump, with a stuffing-box 
secured rigidly fast underneath and to the bot- 
tom of the box, and having a piston fitted 
therein and moved up and down, so as 
to produce alternately a suction within 
the receptacle. The piston of the pump- 
cylinder as well as the disk with sleeved 
rod receive their movement from a driv- 
ing-rod, which is journaled to the frame, and 
provided with similar eccentric disks, E, as 
shown in the cut. The piston and the end of the 
rod-carrying disk are linked each by means of 
an intermediate link to a lever-arm, which is 
linked to the eccentric disk. Two curved 
screen-plates and a helical conveyor within 
the pipe serve to carry off the coarse pulp and 
the coarse impurities. This helical conveyor 
if fully equivalent to the four-bladed fan 
shown in the drawing, and this arrangement, 
besides preventing any settling of the pulp in 
the pipe, have for their object to shut off al- 
ternately the pipe A from the pulp on top of 
the screens in order to prevent too great a loss 
of fine pulp by checking from time to time the 
flowing down of the pulp over the screens. 

The helical conveyor may be substituted by 
a shaft, with cam-disks, which alternately 
shut and open the slot a by means of a 
flat bar, which is guided vertically by 
means of studs secured thereto, these 
studs being sleeved in suitable rings cast inte- 
gral with the box K. In order to prevent the 
settling of the pulp in the pipe, in this case, 
an inlet is provided for injecting water for 
rinsing purposes. The fan-valve is revolved 
by similar means as those shown in the cut. 

By another device the slot a’ is alternately 
shut and opened by means of an oscillating 
segmental bar, which is cast integral with a 
cast-iron journaled shaft. The oscillation of 
the shaft may be obtained by connecting a 
link connected to the driving-shaft. 

Another contrivance opens and shuts the 
slot a’ alternately by a hinged cover.

They may 
want rags in course of time. 

The chemical market is experiencing some 
little life ; prices are firm, and a fair business 
doing. Bleaching powders are reported very 
strong abroad, with light stocks. The foreign 
market shows bleaching powders to have ad- 
vanced Ios. over and above the increase of 
last week. Quotations here range from 1.65c. 
to 1.70c. as per brand, quantity and position, 
with moderate stocks in store. Caustic soda 
is quoted at 2.57%c. to 2.60c.; market firm. 
Soda ash, 1%c. to 1.42%c. Sal soda still 
holds at last week’s quotation, tc. to arrive, 
1.05c. from store. 

The imports of paper-makets’ chemicals for 
the week to date comprise 307 casks of bleach- 
ing powders, 650 drums of caustic soda, 797 
casks of soda ash, and 334 barrels of soda 
crystals, 

Twenty cases of ultramarine, 12 casks of 
Southern clay, and 556 barrels of rosin were 
also received. 

Of paper stock, the week’s imports foot up 
202 bales of rags and 2,312 bales of paper 
stock, of which 400 bales were jute threads, 
&c., 594 bales of cotton waste, 167 bales of flax 
waste and 25 bales of old rope. The lot of 
rags noted (202 bales) arrived by the ship An- 
telope from Calcutta, to S. D. Warren & Co. 
These-rags left Calcutta previous to the first 
of January, and, in accordance with the pro- 
visions of the Treasury Department, they will 
undoubtedly pass the customs officials. What 
action the local Board of Health will take on 
the rags is not at this writing known. It is not 
supposed, however, that any trouble will be 
experienced in getting the rags passed, as they 
have not been subjected to sulphur fumes or 
cholera germs. 

The steamer Chicago, from Hull, which 
landed at this port on May 15, had on board 
three bales of rags, a sample lot, consigned to 
Stodard & Lovering, general importers. After 
much trouble and loss of time trying to get the 
rags passed, the consignees concluded to send 
them back to Hull. That ended all further 
trouble on the three-bale lot. 

A meeting of the creditors of James R. Os- 
good & Co., art publishers, at No. 211 Tre- 
mont street, Boston, was held at eleven 
o'clock yesterday, E. D. Hayden acting as 
chairman and Robert Grant as _secre- 
tary. Charles E. Wentworth presented a 
report from the investigating committee. 
The committee did not consider the claim of 
George Draper among the liabilities, because 
it was protected by plates of the ‘*‘ History of 
the Episcopal Church” and of the ‘‘ History 
of Hartford County, Conn.,” assigned to him, 
which were not, in consequence, counted in 
the assets. The makers of the indorsed notes 
will, in all cases, pay them at maturity. The 
item of contingent liability to authors will not 
be more than $11,000. This reduces the total 
amount of liabilities to $170,0c0, to which 
must be added the amount due for lease and 
the taxes. The assets are valued, in round 
numbers, at $100,000.

Wasutincton, D. C., May 10, 1885. 

At present there is a little ripple on the sur- 
face in the shape of rag disinfection. Im- 
porters and those interested in the paper trade 
are here endeavoring to have revoked the 
present regulations governing this subject. I 
understand the matter has been brought to the 
attention of the Chief Executive and the Sec- 
retary of the Treasury, and that the Attorney- 
General is now bringing his legal mind to bear 
upon the question, It is said that no law can 
be found for the rules and restrictions now 
affecting the importation of rags from non- 
infected as well as infected ports. The con- 
stitutionality of the acts of the Treasury De- 
partment is called in question and the At- 
torney-General has been asked for a decision 
in the matter. If the Attorney-General de- 
cides adversely to the rulings of the Depart- 
ment the President will be requested to make 
null and void the present inspection regula- 
tions. The paper men assert that this mode 
of inspection, as at present administered, fails 
of its object.

Hox.voxke, Mass., May 21, 188s. 
Another quiet week for the paper 
trade, with very few changes to note. There 
is, however, a large grain of comfort for the 
manufacturers, as the mills are running on 
full time and are making every pound of pa- 
per they can. Prices are low, to be sure, but 
how much better it is to keep things moving 
even on these terms. Did youever think how 
fortunate the paper makers have been during 
this dull period as compared with the other 
great industries of this country? The iron, 
cotton, woolen and other trades have been al- 
most paralyzed; mills have been shut down, 
others have run on short time, wages have 
been reduced and hundreds of employees have 
But all this will 
not apply to the paper trade. Very few mills 
have shut down, and instances where wages 
And there is another 
pleasant feature. While the cotton and woolen 
mills have been piling up their product in the 
storehouses the paper makers have been able 


| to work off their goods as fast as made, and 


to-day the accumulation of finished stock is 
exceedingly small. There is a good supply of 


| small orders well distributed through the mills 


and all are busy.. I talked with one manufac- 
turer to-day who said that his mill has orders 
enough on hand to last four weeks without 
taking any new ones. I also hear of several 
fair-sized orders being taken, the goods 
to be delivered six months hence. Some 
of the dealers seem ‘to realize that it is a good 
time to erder now, and in case of a sudden 
and unexpected turn in the tide such men will 
ot ‘‘ get left.” Prices will be no lower ; in 
fact, all of the indications point the other way. 
Very little is said about curtailing the produc- 
tion and I think there are no developments 
since last week. One manufacturer of my 
acquaintance predicts a better business during 
July and August this year than usual. He 
thinks that more business men will remain at 
home this year instead of taking vacations 
and attend to their business personally instead 
of leaving everything in the hands of their 
employees. 

The local stock market is very quiet, and 
the offerings are limited. There has been a 
better movement in domestic rags within a 
short time, some impetus having been given 
to collections. Foreign rags that have gone 
through the disinfecting process are not much 
in favor, some of the manufacturers having 
had unpleasant experience withthem. I have 
been told of cases where bales of disinfected 
rags have been placed in storehouses, and 
when they were weighed, it was fonnd that 
they had shrunk from twelve to twenty-five 
pounds to a bale. A manufacturer recently 
bought some rags of this kind and attempted 
to use them in his mill, but they were so wet 
that they could not be dusted, and a wet rag 
in a paper mill is useless. After experiment- 
ing with the rags, he became disgusted and 
went into market and bought more desirable 
goods. The introduction of live steam into a 
bale of rags plays the mischief with it, and 
causes no end of trouble. 

The Hyatt filter, manufactured by the 
Newark Filtering Company, was tested at the 
Riverside Paper Mill one day this week. 
Several paper makers were present and 
watched the process. The machine had a 
capacity for filtering sixty ga!lons of water a 
minute. It was shown that in seventeen min- 
utes the filtering material could be cleansed, 
and the apparatus put in working order again. 

Lawrence O'Neill, sixty-three years old, a 
well-known paper maker, formerly employed 
by the Crocker Manufacturing Company, died 
of dropsy on Sunday. Mr. O'Neill was a 
resident of this city for seventeen years, and 
leaves a wife and nine adult children. 

The American Pad Company has just put in 
a new Fitchburg steam-engine. 

Frost, Davis & Co., who recently began 
business here, are doing a successful manu- 
facturing trade in engine bars, plates and 
knives.

A CORRESPONDENT of one of the prin- 
cipal German newspapers, writing from 
Sydney, New South Wales, discusses the 
paper trade of Australia and suggests the 
desirability of cultivating that market in 
the interest of German manufacturers. 
He states that certain kinds of German 
papers find a sale, but a great change 
could be effected were the paper makers 
to advertise in trade papers of acknowl- 
edged influence and character. This 
communication appears to be impartial 
and accords credit to American and Eng- 
lish manufacturers wherever its author 
thinks that praise is deserved. The stress 
laid on advertising comes from a disin- 
terested source, the correspondent being 
an established merchant, who is not con- 
nected with any newspaper, and this only 
confirms—what we have plainly told our 
readers—the importance of seeking and 
securing trade through established and 
properly circulated mediums. 





Now it seems that the manufacturers 
of tub-sized writing papers have come to 
the conclusion that it will do them no 


dispute on the ground of known differ- 
ences in the habits and education of our 
own people. Any attempt to supply ac- 
curate statistics relating to the domestic 
consumption of paper would be impos- 
sible. This is altogether a matter of con- 
jecture and estimate, and a statement 
of the producing capacity and assumed 
production and import of paper in any 
country would not brjng us any nearer to 
the actual status of consumption. We do 
not know to what extent the development 
of newspaper publications may help to 
conclusions on this subject ; but, in look- 
ing over Rowell’s Newspaper Directory 
for 1885, just issued, we find some figures 
which are interesting. According to this 
the number of publications of the class 
named has increased from 5,253 in 1860— 
“or one for every 6,000 of the popula- 
tion"—to 13,594, or one for every 3,716 
persons. The net gain for the past year 
has been 823. It is plain to be seen that 
the mills making news paper have had 
and are having very large demands 
upon their resources. Besides these 
journals a large quantity of “news” 
has gone into cheap books and 
the cheapening of paper through the va- 
rious mediums which have so largely in- 
fluenced and aided the production of 
paper in this country has helped to in- 
crease the number of publications and 
the consumption of material. J has 
been remarked that the paper trade does 
not seem to be so affected by the lack 
of demand and consequent dulness com- 
plained of in other branches of manu- 
facture. We believe that this is an accu- 
rate view of the situation as to paper- 
making. The trade has held remarkably 
well, and is to-day in a fair position, no 
matter what some people may say or what 
grumblers may choose to declare. It is 
evident that the popular demand for pa- 
per in its varied forms of use is quite 
well sustained, and in this, despite every 
assertion to the contrary, we find convic- 
tion of the fact that Americans, as con- 
sumers of paper, stand first. The corol- 
lary of this may be found at the head of 
our columns. 


I am informed that a bale of SP Fs, 
which had been disinfected over a month, 
were opened at the mill the other day, 
and were found to be heated and injured. At 
any rate, they are row subject to shipper’s or- 
der. 


A writer in a technical journal says: 
‘*We have done lots of Sunday work. We 
have done all we ever will do. We used to 
millwright in a big paper mill. We worked 
thirty-two days during February. What did we 
get for it? We got sick; that’s just what we 
got, and that is what everybody else gets 
sooner or later, if he don’t take a decent 
amount of rest.”’ 





It don’t pay either you, your boss or 
the mill-owner to have Sunday repair work 
done. You may grade this assertién with 
certain exceptions. - You may throw it away 
altogether, or you may take it entire, and at 
the end of the year you look back over all 
that has been done and are obliged to say, 
‘It's all true. Sunday work don’t pay.” 


I give the foregoing tor the benefit of 
the ‘‘ boys” and for the enlightenment of the 
‘* bosses.” 


A paper-stock man imported'a lot of 
goods. The Treasury regulations required 
him to land them at Baltic Stores for disinfec- 
tion, but before he could land the rags he was 
obliged to get a certificate from Dr. Smith, 
Health Officer of the Port, that the rags 
‘* were free from infection.” 


Queer, isn’t it! If the rags were free 
from infection, then why, under the blue 
heavens, should they be disinfected ? 


This is another chestnut. 





Charges have been preferred to the 
Department of State against Dr. Horatio 
Biglow, inspector of rags at Berlin and 
Kénigsberg, impeaching his integrity as an 
officer, and expressing doubt that the rags 
certified to by him as disinfected were ever 
treated as required by the Treasury order. 


The following is a characteristic story 
of a member of a prominent paper manufac- 
turing firm, whose mill is located less than a 
thousand miles from Penicuik. ‘‘ Maister 
Chairles,”’ as his hands all loved to call him, 
was in the habit of whistling as he walked 
briskly from place to place; not a loud ob- 
trusive whistle, but just a low, ‘‘cheerie, 
whispering ” sort ot a whistle, that betokens 
a kind heart anda desire to know how you 
are. 


Now, “ Maister Chairles” was really a 
most sincere Christian and a consistent mem- 
ber of the church, but he would unconsciously 
keep up his ‘‘cheerie, whispering” whistle, 
even on the Sabbath Day, especially if he was 
walking alone. Under these circumstances, 
he met, on a Sunday afternoon, one of the old 
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women of the village, and, as a matter of 
course, he stopped to ask after her welfare. 
Janet answered his inquiries, and then said to 
him: ‘‘ But, Maister Chairles, ye should’ra 
the Sawbeth ** Hoots, 
wuman Janet,” he says, ‘‘ I’m whustling fara- 
phrases.”

Melvin Hard (Melvin Hard’s Sons).—‘‘ So 
far as I have heard, the writing-mill men have 
not yet come to a definite conclusion as to the 
shut-down. The paper makers, you know, 
are a queer lot of boys and it is hard to get 
them all to agree. If a man wants paper, and 
sends in a contract, he will get the goods, 
whether the mills are shut down or not.” 





E. Embree, American Wood Paper Company. 
—‘* The consumption of fibre is not quite up 
to the production; but until very recently 
consumers have taken all that the mills have 
produced. The falling off in demand is due 
to the fact that the paper manufacturers are 
holding back because of overproduction in 
their line. At the last meeting of the Chem- 
ical Fibre Association, reports were made 
which were very satisfactory, and showed a 
good aggregate business, at prices up to those 
fixed by the association. We are organized 
for our own protection, and we do not propose 
to put ourselves in the position of the paper 
manufacturers by accumulating large stocks. 
Prices are firm, and, in fact, are growing 
better.”

1852 this firm was dissolved, and Mr. Welford 
established a connection with Bangs Brothers 
& Co., the auctioneers, visiting England peri- 
odically during the year and purchasing large 
invoices of books, which the firm put on the 
New York market, 

In 1857 Bangs Brothers & Co. succumbed, 
and Mr. Welford went into partnership with 
the late Charles Scribner, the firm bearing the 
same name as at the death of Mr. Welford. 
Scribner & Welford did an importing business 
in books exclusively, and Mr. Scribner contin- 
ued his publishing business as before. The 
firm did a prosperous business for seven years, 
and at the end of that time its business had 
increased to such dimensions that Mr. Welford 
removed to London to superintend that end of 
the business, and has since resided in England. 
Upon the death of the elder Charles Scribner, 
in 1871, his partner in the publishing business, 
Andrew C. Armstrong, entered the firm, which 
became Scribner, Welford & Armstrong. 
Seven years afterward J. Blair Scribner, one 
of Charles Scribner's sons, bought out Mr. 
Armstrong’s interest, and the firm again be- 
came Scribner & Welford, as it has since 
remained, Charles Scribner succeeding to his 
brother’s interest upon the latter’s death. 

Apart from his commercial knowledge of 
books Mr. Welford was a man of pronounced 
literary tastes, and was familiar, not merely 
with titles and volumes, but with their contents. 
He possessed a rare knowledge of old books, 
and his judgment as a bibliographer was sup- 
plemented by his knowledge of money values, in 
the American and English markets. He made 
several visits to this country since taking up 
his residence abroad, and was almost as well 
known personally to the book trade here as 
in England. He last visited America a 
year ago, and was attacked with pneumonia 
immediately upon his return to England, and 
had not been well since. He was a man of the 
strictest integrity, and was highly respected 
among his business associates as well as by 
his personal friends. He leaves one daughter. 





Leander Wetherell, an old Boston journalist, 
died on Wednesday of consumption, aged 79. 
From 1840 to 1853 he was a teacher in the 
Rochester (N. Y.) Institute ; from 1853 to 1859 
was editor of the Amherst (Mass.) Record ; from 
1859 to 1876, editor of the Boston Cultivator, 
and since the latter year has been connected 
with the Boston Post and Zraveler.

An appeal has been taken from the assess- 
ment of duty by the Collector of Customs at 
Newport, Vt., on chemical fibre imported 
from Canada. William Angus & Co., whose | 
mill is located at East Angus, Que., have been 
shipping chemical fibre to the United States, 
and the Collector at Newport assessed the 
duty at 20 per cent., instead of 10 per cent., 
claiming that inasmuch as chemical fibre as- 
similates closely to paper it should be classi- 
fied as an unenumerated article and therefore 
be subjected to the additional duty. The col- 
lector also insisted that the fibre manufac- 
tured by Angus & Co. should pay duty on the 
basis of 50 per cent. dry weight, although it 
was claimed that repeated tests, made under 
his supervision, showed that the fibre was un- 
der 40 per cent. dry weight. William An- 
gus & Co. paid the extra duty and for the 
extra weight under protest and appealed to 
the United States Treasury Department to re- 
view the action of the collector. A decision 
has not yet been given. One feature of this 
matter is that while a duty of 20 per cent. was 
assessed at Newport, Vt., on imports of fibre 
from Canada, the Collector of Customs at New 
York passed, and is still passing, chemical 
fibre at 10 per cent. duty.

The committee have found it extremely difficult to 
harmonize the different views in regard to the way in 
which this shortening of product should be brought 
about. They now believe that the plan suggested will 
meet the views of all, and as 90 per cent. of the pro- 
duction is necessary to make the agreement binding, 
they hope a favorable response will be sent immedi-

Holyoke Envelope Company and George 
F. Nesbitt, New York. For supplying the 
No. 1 envelope White, Corbin & Co. were 
the lowest bidders, at 63 cents per thou- 
sand; the Holyoke Company on No. 2 at 
$1.10% ; W. T. Kellogg on No. 3 at $1.61 ; 
Holyoke Company on No. 4 at $2, on No. 5 
at 80 cents, on No. 6 at $3.72; White, Corbin | 
& Co. on No. 7 at $1.90 and on No. 8 at $1.59. 
The numbers from 1 to 4 are the ordinary of- 
ficial envelopes of various sizes, No. 5 is the | 
dead-letter envelope, No. 6 is the registered | 
package envelope, No. 7 the tag envelope for 
registered packages, and No. 8 the interna- 
tional money-order envelope. 

On the official envelope the lowest bids are 
said to be about one-third of the price paid 
last year for the same envelope, while the 
lowest bid on registered envelopes is about 30 
per cent. less than last year’s price. The total 
number of the post-office envelopes used last 
year was over thirty million.

The Curtis Damper Regulator. 


The illustrations herewith presented 
serve to show the mechanical construction of 
and manner of adjusting the Curtis damper 
regulator, which is claimed to be a very valua- 
ble and practical device. 

The regulator consists of a cylinder 3 to 6| 
inches in diameter and 12 to 24 inches long, 
according to the size of the damper to be 
operated. In the cylinder works a loose-fit- 
ting metallic piston. The space over the 

| 








piston is connected to the dome of the boiler 
by a %-inch pipe, the same pipe being con- 
tinued down to the diaphragm chamber of the 
regulator. The space under the piston is 
connected by a -inch pipe. to the ash-pit, or 
the pipe is lead to any suitable place where | 
there is but little back-pressure, this outlet 
pipe being controlled by the diaphragm and 
valve. 

To set up the regulator, it is fastened to the 
wall of the boiler-room at such a height as to 
bring the bottom-handle within easy reach— | 
about three or feet from the floor. | 
From the end of the piston a chain is led

from which is suspended a weight sufficient to 
raise the piston to the top of the cylinder, thus 
throwing open the damper.

resistance, and, then the valve is 


forced from its seat. The pressure on the un- 





der side of the piston being then relieved, the 
boiler-pressure acting upon the top of the 
piston forces the piston downward, closing 
the damper. 

The whole mechanism is operated by the 
turning of the handle at the bottom of the reg- 
ulator, a slight turn either way being sufficient 
to change the boiler-pressure, and a variation 
of two pounds will open orclose the damper as 
desired. A cock in the outlet pipe, regulating 
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the exhaust, permits the piston to move fast or 


slow, so that it may be five seconds or five 
minutes in its entire motion, up or down. 

The advantages of a steam-damper reyula-

Arother great advantage claimed for the 
Curtis damper regulator is that the regulator 
has the whole boiler-pressure to do the work 
instead of the difference of a single pound to 
the inch on a given area.

of fuel, there being also far less tendency to 
clinker.
